others would be found alive.

Colorado fields continued to reach capo 
and fresh squads were sent into the 
workings as rescuers emerged exhaust- 


^"More Bodies Located. 


'Shortly before-11 o'clock it was an- 
nounced that 25 more' bodies had been 
located, but several hours must elapse 
before they can be brought to the sur- 
face. 


Six bodies had been identified at 11 


o'clock, including two Americans, Ar- 
thur English and Walter Johnson. 


Fourteen bodies were recovered dur- 


ing the night. The twenty-third living 
victim of the disaster was found at -i 
depth of a mile in the workings and 


the mines in the adjacent southern dis- 
trict of Colorado become dangerous from 
the prevalence of coal dust which no 
amount of water seems able to keep un- 
der control and led to tho belief that, 
the same condition might have caused 
the disaster here. 


Three Living; Three Dead. 


Rescuers this morning reached the 


foot of the air shaft, through which it 
had been hoped that many miners might 
escape alive. 
Three living men and 


three dead were found at this point. 


At 0 o'clock a. total of 25 men had 


been rescued, two more than previously 
reported. Helmet men were still work- 
ing in short shifts and it was believed 
every part of the mine would be ex- 
plored before many hours.

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The Purpose Behind It 


The somewhat frenzied champions of partisanism iu 


these merry campaign days in Fort Wayne are proclaim- 
ing from the housetops that the only purpose of the non- 
partisan movement is to defeat Mr. Hosey. With equal 
fervency they are declaring in the next breath that the 
sole object of the candidacy of Mr. Buck is to surrender 
the city to the corporations, wreck the municipal lighting 
plant and gleefully turn canal water into the city mains. 
To stand sponsor for claims of this character and to ex- 
pect they will gain any sort of credence is to discredit the 
intelligence of the Fort Wayne voters, and they are pre- 
paring to resent it in emphatic fashion at the polls in No- 
vember. 


We regard the defeat of Mr. Hosey as highly desir- 


able, but it is by no means the big issue in the present 
campaign. We do not believe the people of Fort Wayne 
are. in accord with him in his position on many matters, 
either during his administration as mayor or today. We 
do not believe they will give sanction to his course in 
dealing with the complex problems that confront the 
mayor of Fort.

London, Oct. 23.—Not. a word has 


been heard here officially in regard to 
the alleged interview given by Sir Lionel 
Garden, British minister to Mexico, to 
which dispatches from Washington say 
that the United States government takes 
exception. No action will he taken in 
this direction unless the British govern- 
ment's attention is drawn to the matter 
officially. 
Diplomatic circles here cannot 


believe that n man of the experience of 
Sir Lionel Garden would publicly criti- 
cise the policy of another government. 


The greatest confidence is imposed in 


the minister by the government here. 
In fact he wns sent to Mexico because 
of his long experience there as consul 
and because of the success.be achieved 
as British minister in Guatemala.

at Stockholm In 1012,'Kraenzlein was born 
abrond and cunio to tins country in hi 
youth. 
He attained atnletio prominence 


in .Milwaukee while still in his teens. As 
a student at Hie West division high school 
he was looked upon ns a youthful phenom- 
enon. As an example ol his ability he is 
credited with 100 yards in 10 2-0 sccond.s, 
considered a remarkable performance in 
1SU7. 
From the Milwaukee high school 


he entered the University of Wisconsin 
and later left the Badgers for the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 
It was while a track team candidate 


there that lie came to the notice of the 
lamous trainer, Mike Murphy. The lat- 
ter realized that 
Kraenzlein 
possessed 


athletic ability of unusual caliber 
and 


proceeded to give him personal attention 
and coaching. As a result the young Ger- 
man developed into one of the best inter- 
collegiate track and field champions that 
ever carried varsity 
colors to 
victory. 


Possessed of great stride and spring, he 
soon proved to be the leading sprinter and 
hurdler of his day. Kraenzlein was at the 
height of his athletic career in 1900, when 
he scored 18 points for Pennsylvania at 
the intercollegiate games by winning the 
100 yard dash. 120 and 120 yard hurdles 
and second place in the broad jump. 


Kraenzlein was the first broad jumper 


to pass the 24-foot mark and at one time 
held seven world's records. Although he 
specialized in the sprints, hurdles 
and 


broad jump he 
would 
have proved a 


splenid all round athlete had he tried for 
that title. 
He cleared six feet In • the 


high Jump and threw the diacua to within 
a few Inches of the, record, and ran the 
quarter under 50 seconds. 
After com- 


pleting his active athletic career he fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of Mike Murphy 
and turned trainer. 


After 
several years at Mercersburg 


academy anil Harvard grammar 
school 


Kraenzlein succeeded Keene Fitzpatrlck 
as athletic trainer at the University of 
Michigan. In selecting htm for the posi- 
tion of head athletic director, the German 
Olympic commission made no mistake. As 
athlete and trainer Krenzlein has had an 
excellent record and the .Olympic games 
will not prove a strange field, for he 
won four firsts for the United States at 
the Paris meet In 1900.

ONE MEMBER DEFIANT 


New York, Oct. 23.—Mothers are not 


wanted as school teachers in this city. 
This was definitely decided by the board 
of education. Woman teachers who be- 
come mothers are to be dismissed and 
those who have absented 
themselve* 


from their duties since January 1, 1013, 
to bear children also will be dismissed 
from the service. 


The question was taken up at a regu- 


lar meeting of the board of education. 
The committee on elementary schools 
submitted a report charging Mra. Bridget 
0. Peixotto, in charge of 'public school 
No. 14, the Bronx, with neglect of duty 
in remaining away from her duties for 
the reason indicated. When the commit- 
tee 
submitted its report Dr. Wile, a 


member, offered a minority report in 
which he urged that a leave of absence 
bo granted Mrs. Pixotto for the bearing 
and rearing of her child. 


"The issue is," said Dr. Wile, "shall 


a married woman who becomes a mother 
be dismissed from the schools? 
I can 


give you statistics from almost every 
state in the Union to establish th« status 
of a married teacher and a mother. Ri> 
ports show that teachers who are moth 
erg arc usually more efficient than those 
who nr* not. In manv states the teach- 
ers receive leave of absence with pay 
to bear a child, and in others they ob- 
tain leave without pay. 


"Here is a woman who has taught in 


our schools for eighteen years. During 
that time she has bc:n abeent only 
eighty days. In two years she could re- 
tire on a pension. I hope this is not 
one of the means of salving the pension 
fund, and I think it would be cruel of 
this board to dismiss teachers when it 
nears the time they could retire on 
pension. 


"If you Want to keep out nil married 


women, then all right; but if you want 
to deny positions to those only wh_ obey 
the sacred rights of the married state I 
think it is all wrong. In llussia, France, 
Switzerland and Austria they 
allow 


teachers to retire temporarily for the
